R = a heteroaryl radical or a heteroaryl radical bonded via a Ci-6-alkylene group, 
R = a heteroaryl radical or a heteroaryl radical bonded via a Ci-6-alkylene group, 
R 21 = a heteroaryl radical or a heteroaryl radical bonded via a C 1-6- alkylene group, 
R 22 = a heteroaryl radical or a heteroaryl radical bonded via a C\ ^-alkylene group, 
and/or their racemates, enantiomers, diastereomers, and/or corresponding bases and/or 

corresponding salts of physiologically tolerated acid and optionally further active compounds

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Claim 272 (Withdrawn): The medicament according to Claim 271, wherein heteroaryl 
in the claim is an aromatic moiety having at least one heteroatom and is optionally substituted 
with halogen, CN, CF 3 or OH. 

Claim 273 (Withdrawn): The medicament according to Claim 272, wherein heteroaryl 
is thiophenyl, pyrrolyl or furfuryl.
